In 1691, Plymouth Colony, and the Colony 
of the Massachusetts Bay, including Maine, 
were united into one colony,and placed under 
one government, and the following year a 
law was passed requiring tithingmen to be 
annually chosen in every town, and defin- 
ing their duties. The act provided “that 
all and every person whatever shall, on 
the Lord’s day, carefully 
to duties of religion and piety, publicly 
and privately; shall e 
business, game, sport, 
that no traveler, drover, horse courser, 
wagoner, butcher or higler shall travel on 
that day or any part thereof, except by 
some adversity they were belated and 
in the woods, wilderness or 
highways, the night before; that no inn- 
holder shall suffer an 
where they dwell to ab 
yards, orchards or fields, drinking or idling 
away their time on Saturday night after 
the sun is set, or on the Lord’s day or the 
following evening; and tithingmen are re- 
quired to take care that this act, in all the 
particulars thereof, be duly observed, as 
also to restrain all persons from swimming 
in the water, and unnecessary and all un- 
reasonable walking in the streets or fields.” 
The act provided that “each tithingmap 
should have a black staff of two foot long,

REMARKS. 
When we see our old landmarks disap- 
comin the common farmer hesitates and 
ns to look at his business as getting 
desperate. This probably is the idea of 
some who have always been accustomed to 
raise the calves, grow about so many every 
year for beef, and for working purposes. 
Yet although the change is a radical one, 
and if the very low price of Western beef 
continues it will entirely annihilate beef 
production in Maine. Out of this chaotic 
condition of things the Maine farmers must 
catch at new ideas and profit by the down- 
fall of our pet old time customs. But pro- 
duction was never very profitable and at 
the present time if the farm is stocked 
with the right class of animals, more money 
can be made than was ever realized in the 
production of beef. A better formed stock 
now is a mixed one. If we were to draw 
the picture we would say first the farm 
team should be a pair of i Percheron 
mares from which colts should be raised, 
not in the old fashioned time always in the 
summer, but when very little labor is re- 
quired of them ; let them foal in November, 
be provided with warm box stalls; by this 
kind of management choice, large colts 
could be raised and not interfere with farm 
work. Next I would have as many dairy 
cows as it was convenient to manage, ca- 
pacity of farm and pasture being en in- 
to consideration. An inseparable compan- 
ion of the dairy cow should be the swine 
whose numbers should be governed by 
see of buildings and extent of 
dairy. Last but not least, every farmer 
should have a small, in number, but not in 
size, flock of black-faced sheep, not that the 
black faces are absolutely necessary but it 
indicates the breeds which are Downs and 
of the several families, each having some 
particular merits, stand at the head as 
rofitable sheep to run in small flocks. 
Then we could sell Percheron colts, fat 
veal calves, pork, wool, lambs and Dairy 
products, and if looked after closely a 
sharp profit be realized and wealth attained.

There were more trade in futures on oats, 
but the market is still way down. On the 
first call there were sold 12 cars May at 
355,c. Before the calls the sales were 12 
ears April at 34%c, and 6 cars May at 353, 
@35\¢c. Between the calls 3 cars were 
sold at 3544c. The total for the day was 
33 cars. The closing was: Cash and 
March, neither bids or offers to sell; April, 
345¢c bid, 347g¢ asked; May, 353¢@34l¢c 
bid, no offers to sell; June and July, nei 
er bids nor offers to sell. The spot market 
is dull and easy. The quotations are: 
Fancy and clipped, 364 
white, 344,@354c; No. 3 white, 334% 
@3334¢; low grades, 30@33c. 

PROVISIONS AND PropuCcE. The butter 
market continues in a fairly satisfactory 
condition. Sales have been on the basis of 
27@28 cents per pound for the best fresh 
creamery. A few fancy brands sold at 29 
cents, and one or two were divided round 
to customers at 30 cents, but all over 28 
cents must be ‘- ~y from the regular 
list of quotations. The second class cream- 
eries were offering more freely at 25 cents, 
and the indications are that this will soon 
become the limit for most of the receipts. 
Fresh ladle packed and imitation cream- 
eries have been moving to some extent at 
20@24 cents, and for immediate use these 
goods are taken by a large class of trade. 
Extra dairy lots clean up at 25@27 cents, 
but it is doubtful if much more will com- 
mand these figures. Ordinary lots rule at 
18@23 cents. Choice old butter, at 22@25 
cents, has nearly all disappeared, and 
what remains is not worth much more than 
20 cents. Common lots of old and new 
range from 14 to 17 cents, but the market 
is not heavily stocked with any of the lower 
grades, the shipping demand having taken 
mest of the surplus. 

No increased strength can be given to 
the cheese market this week. Sales of 
choice factory continue to be made at 114g 
@12 cents per pound, and fair > ge at 
8@11 cents. Small lots are job out at 
124 @13 cents, but 12 cents is the top for 
round lots. 

Beans have passed through another quiet 
week. Prices of marrow pea and mediums 
fell off a littlé, but there is a steadier feel- 
ing at the close. Marrow pea have been 
selling at $180 to $1.85 and choice me- 
diums at $1.75 to 1.80 per bushel. Small 


pea range from $1.90 to $2.40 per bushel. | ihe ¢ 


Yellow eyes contivue in light receipt and 
the small lots offering command $3.40 to 
$3.50 per bushel. 

Eggs have been arriving quite freely the 
past few days and prices have declined. 
Fresh Western sold on Monday and Tues- 
day at 14 cents and some marks were forced 
off at 1344 cents. Others ran up to 14% 
cents. Eastern sold at 15 to 15% cents, 
but the cheaper grades took the lead. Lib- 
eral supplies are reported at all points.

cents per bushel. Other Fastern hebrons 
and rose rule at 50 to 58 cents Northern 
stock seldom go over 45 cents, and bur- 
banks are slow at 35 to 40 cents.
